Britain  with  India  and  other  im- 
portant territories.

BARBARIANS  IN 
ART  DISCUSSED 


«■  With 
New  Acquisitions 
by  British  Museum 


"Some  Barbarians  in  Roman  Art " 
wan  like  8ubJ«ri  of  a  paper  read  by  j 
Mr  Ro«er  Minks  al  t-h«  annual  , 
meeting  of  the  British  School  ol 
Rome,  held  at  Burlington  House, 
Piccadilly  In  the  course  of  his 
p*per.  Mr  Minks  suggested  that  the 
figure  of  a  barbanaui  in  trie  British 
Museum,  numbered  1772  and  cata- 
logued as  belonging  to  the  end  of 
the  first  century  A  I  > .  was  probably 
Antonine  rather  than  Trajanlc  in 
date,  and  belonged  to  the  middle  of 
the  second  century  after  Christ.  The 
drapery  behind  the  figure,  conjec- 
tured to  be  either  part  of  a  colossal 
female  figure  or  the  cloak  of  an  em- 
peror miKht  well  have  been  part  of

B.C.).  Ttie  face  of  this  sphinx,  un- 
fortunately somewhat  damaged,  is 
the  only  known  portrait  of  Amen- 
cmhat  IV  The  figure  lias  been 
given  by  the  National  A.  Collections 
Fund. 

Mr  C.  W.  Scott,  of  Weston -under - 
Lyzard,  has  given  a  large  selection

Juvenile  delinquency  was  the  sub- 
ject of  an  address  given  by  Magis- 
trate George  Jay  at  last  night's 
dinner  meeting  of  the  Kinsman 
Club.  Mr.  Jay  also  explained 
briefly  the  need  of  a  technical 
school  in  Victoria. 

The  speaker  explained  that  prior 
to  1908  there  was  no  other  way  of 
dealing  with  a  chUd  charged  with 
breaking  the  criminal  code  other 
than  through  the  police  court,  and 
imposing  a  fine  or  term  of  un- 
prtsonment.  This  procedure,  it  w  is 
lelt,  was  too  harsh  for  chUdren.  so 
the  Juvenile  Delinquency  Act  wa±; 
brought  into  force  in  1908. 

This  provided  for  dealing  with 
children  in  a  separate  court  from 
the  police  court,  and  instituted  the 
system  of  probation  and  terms  in 
the  Industrial  School  in  exceptional 
cases 

Originally,  a  Juvenile  was  con- 
sidered as  a  boy  or  girl  of  sixteen 
years  of  age  or  under,  but  an 
amendment  to  the  act  raised  the 
age  of  eighteen  years.  Magistrate 
lav  aid  thai  while  he  was  not  pre- 
pared to  say  how  effective  this  was 
he  did  not  entirely  approve  of  the 
amendment.  His  reason  was  that 
he  did  not  think  it  was  helpful  to 
associate  boys  of  fourteen  and  fif- 
teen with  those  of  eighteen  years  in 
the  Industrial  School. 

\n  KINKS  M  I  INt/l  I  NT 

A  juvenile  delinquent  was  any 
child  who  violated  the  criminal  code, 
provincial  law  or  municipal  by-laws 
where  penalties  of  fines  and  im- 
prisonment were  stipulated  For 
instance,  riding  a  bicycle  on  the 
1  sidewalk  or  without  a  lamp  was  a 
breach  of  a  municipal  by-law.  He 
gave  this  instance  in  order  to  as- 
suage any  alarm  over  the  number 
ot  juvenile  cases  that  appeared  in 
Canada.  The  majority  of  offences 
were  not  serious  ones.  Victoria  had 
KiO  Juvenile  delinquency  cases  last 
year,  and  of  tills  number  thirty- 
nine  were  violation  of  the  bicycle 
regulations.  Twenty-nine  boys  and 
one  girl  were  on  probation. 

The  Jurisdiction  of  the  Judge  of 
the  Juvenile  court  was  practically 

•  bNo'niU-  Mat:,  'cite  .lav  said  -\ 
great  deal  was  left,  to  the  discretion 
of  the  judge.  Only  in  cases  that  1 
were  indictable  were  boys  of  four- 
teen or  fifteen  sent  to  a  higher 
court,  and  this  at  the  discretion  ot 
the  Judge. 

The  speaker  said  that  in  dealing 
with  juveniles  he  first  ascertained 
their  age,  what  school  they  attended 
and  what  grade  they  were  In.  He 
quite  frequently  consulted  the 
teacher  and  the  school  nurse  so  that 
he  could  gain  some  knowledge  of 
the  child's  mental  ability  and  do- 
mestic life  This  enabled  him  to 
deal  with  cases  far  more  intelli- 
gently than  otherwise.  Bfl  1

Magistrate  Jay  was  called  upon 
by  Mr  Walter  Miles  president,  of 
the  Kinsman's  Club,  to  give  some 
information  on  the  proposed  tech- 
nical high  school.

A  strong  pica  for  the  substantial  reduction  of 
the  duty  on  tobacco  was  made  by  Mr.  Eccles  J. 
Gott  (South  Essexi  In  his  contribution  to  the 
Budget  Debate  at  Ottawa.  It  was  anticipated, 
because  of  the  recommendation  made  In  the 
Customs  Commission's  report,  that  the  latest 
Federal  Budget  would  give  relief  to  the  tobacco 
;  lustry  in  the  country  Nothing  has  been  done 
although  it  was  proved  before  the  Customs  Com- 
mission that  much  money  was  being  lost  to  Can- 
ada through  the  smuggling  of  cigarettes  from  the 
American  side  Mr  Oott  sees  the  solution  of 
Canada's  tobacco  industry  in  the  adoption  of 
three  recommendations  which  he  makes.  The 
first  Is  a  more  extensive  co-operative  marketing 
system;  the  second,  a  reduction  of  the  excise 
duty  on  cigars  and  cigarettes,  and  the  third,  a 
higher  duty  on  flue  cured  and  other  tobacco  en- 
tering Canada  from  foreign  countries 

In  regard  to  the  enormous  excise  duty  on 
cigarettes  Mr  Oott  points  out  that  this  country 
Is  sending  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  an- 
nually to  turn  the  wheels  of  Industry  in  a  foreign 
country  "and  bootlegging  in  cigarettes  is  flour- 
ishing.'' Through  this  the  manufacturer  loses, 
the  grower  loses,  the  laborer  loses  and  Cana- 
dian money  goes  out  of  the  country  never  to 
return.  The  per  capita  consumption  of  tobacco 
in  Canada  in  1901  was  2.375  pounds  In  that 
year  the  per  capita  taxation  was  $0  86  4,  and  the 
taxation  per  pound  per  capita,  $0.36.4.    In  1926 

the  per  capita  ennvmip'  ion  o!  'ohm-en  w,i  ,  :t  4ofl 
pounds.  In  the  same  year  the  per  capita  taxa- 
tion on  tobacco  was  $3.11  8  and  the  taxation  per 
pound  per  capita.  $0  90  2  Thus  the  Increase  m 
quarter  of  a  century  In  tobacco  taxation  per 
pound  per  capita  was  $0  53.8.  which  represents 
148  per  cent  increase.  In  the  same  period  the  tax 
increase  on  liquor  per  gallon  per  capita  was  53 
per  cent  and  on  tobacco  per  pound  per  capita, 
148  per  cent. 

From  the  foregoing  figures  it  is  obvious  that 
the  tobacco  industry  In  this  country  Is  suffering 
under  ■  heavy  strain  Mr.  Oott  says  that  if  It 
Is  to  survive,  the  Government  must  give  relief  In 
the  form  of  reduced  taxation  At  the  present 
time  Canada's  cigar  industry  Is  back  to  a  produc- 
tion basis  of  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago  In  1914. 
just  before  the  first  increase  in  duties  was  im- 
posed, the  production  of  cigars  in  this  country 
mm  288.220.000  In  1917  the  duty  was  doubled 
to  $6  per  thousand  and  production  in  that  year 
was  M.712,000  In  1922  the  excise  duty  was  re- 
duced to  $3  per  thousand  but  the  surcharges  Hi 
excise  taxes  now  in  force  were  Imposed.  In  1922 
the  production  was  176.983.000  and  in  1927. 
173.912.000  Mr  Gott  estimates  that  while  there 
were  2.079.036.000  cigarettes  manufactured  In 
Canada  during  1925  there  were  750,000,000 
smuggled  into  the  country  from  the  United 
States.  In  the  face  of  these  ngures  Mr  Oott 
asks  thai  th*  UaHed  BtateJ  raw  leaf  should  he 
kept  out  of  the  country  by  a  higher  duty,  that

Under  aggressive  action  the  grain 
storage  capacity  of  the  port  was 
rapidly  brought  up  to  7  700.000 
bushels,  and  this  Is  still  being  In- 
creased The  Alberta  Wheat  Pool 
recently  let  the  contract  for  a 
terminal  elevator  at  the  port  to 
have  a  rapacity  of  2.500.000  bushels 
Facilities  for  the  boat-loading  of 
grain  have  been  steadily  added  to 
and  the  portability  of  any  recur- 
rence of  the  near  congestion  of.  the 
port  from  limited  facilities  for  the 
treatment  of  damp  grain  has  been 
offset  by  the  construction  of  a  grain 
dryer.  Tributary  to  the  port  are 
developing  subservient  Industries 
connected  with  the  grain  tramc.

It  requires  no  great  effort  of  the 
imagination  to  account  for  this 
change  in  attitude,  but  two  main 
points  stand  out  above  all  else.

the  trust  and  confidence  of  the 
powers,  who  realize  that  a  first- 
class  power  with  a  rapidly  Increas- 
ing population  must  be  allowed  a 
certain  freedom  of  action.  The  im- 
migration bars  prevent  her  from 
easing  the  growing  pressure  of 
population  by  emigration  00Mt- 
qnenUy  It  is  essential  to  leave  her 
fre*  to  seek  some  other  means  of 
solving  her  difficulties.  Provided

In  short,  Is  the  principal  aim 
and  object  of  her  so-called  "positive 
policy"  at  the  present  time,  and  as 
China  has  quite  as  much  to  gain  by 
railway  construction  In  Manchuria 
as  has  Japan,  she  would  be  well- 
ad vised  to  put  a  stop  to  her  foolish 
agitation  against  those  who  can  be 
her  benefactors.  She  has  not  the 
money  to  carry  it  out  by  herself  and 
it  Is  extremely  unlikely  that  any 
country,  other  than  Japan,  will  ad- 
vance her  the  necessary  funds  direct. 
The  sooner  that  she  comes  to  re- 
alize this  cold  truth  the  better  It 
will  be  for. herself  and  for  everyone 
concerned.

"Just  now  the  goddess  fashion 
decrees  that  ladles'  stockings  should 
be  made  of  either  synthetic  or 
natural  silk  For  our  purpose  let 
us  put  down  the  stocking- wearing 
lemale  population  af  a  mlllkOD 
Think  of  it,  gentlemen,  a  million 
pairs  of  shapely  legs  inn.  ting  upon, 
say.  five  million  pairs  of  stockings 
in  a  year  Pricing  them  at  an  aver- 
age of  four  shillings  per  pair— al- 
though I  understand  some  corus- 
cating examples  cost  up  to  thirty 
shillings— the  annual  stocking  bill 
of  the  country  amounts  to  the 
colosaal  sum  of  one  million  pounds  " 

The  Increase  within  recent  years 
in  the  quantity  of  stockings  and 
socks  used  by  people  of  Ihls  coun- 
try was  mentioned  by  Mr  Comyns 
Carr,  K.C.,  before  the  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  of  Trade  to 
consider  the  renewed  applicative, 
made  by  the  National  Joint  Indus- 
trial Council  of  the  Hosiery  Trade 
for  the  Imposition  of  a  duty  on  lm 
ported  hosiery,  and  knitwear  of 
cotton  and  wool  In  1912,  he  said, 
the  people  of  this  country  got 
through  fifteen  million  pairs  of 
stockings  nnd  socks.  In  1924  they 
got  through  twenty-three  and  three- 
quarter  million  pairs  Making  al- 
lowance for  the  Increase  In  popu- 
lation, that  meant  four  pairs  per 
head  In  1912,  and  six  pairs  pgr 
head  in  1924  Not  only  did  people 
buy  more  stocking*  and  tOCks.  they 
bought  more  expensive  kinds.

Ranked     as     Canada  dealest 
Writer  by  Or.  Roberts  in  Lec- 
ture Here 

That  a  study  of  Canadian  litera- 
ture should  be  an  obligatory  study 
In  the  schools  and  colleges  of  Can- 
ada, that  Canada  lias  a  very  real 
literature  of  her  own,  an  indigenous 
literature  expressing  Itself  both  In 
verse  and  prose,  was  asserted  by  Dr. 
Charles  O.  D.  Roberts,  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  British  Columbia.  In  the 
address  which  he  gave  last  night 
under  University  Extension  i.uspices 
to  an  audience  which  crowded  the 
Victoria  College  auditorium  to  its 
capacity  Speaking  in  discursive, 
reminiscent  style,  he  touched  on 
some  of  the  high  lights  and  leading 
characters  In  Canadian  literature 
rather  than  adhering  to  any  stitf. 
academic  outline  or  grouping  In  de- 
tailed chronological  order  the  men 
of  letters  who  have  made  their  con- 
tribution to  Canada's  library  The 
late  Dr.  Charles  Malr.  who  died  tn 
Victoria  last  year,  he  placed  at  the 
very  top  of  the  list,  claiming  for  him 
the  title  of  "Father  of  Canadian 
Literature.''  and  prophesying  that 
this  distinguished  author  would  come 
to  posthumous  recognition  far 
greater  than  any  he  had  enjoyed 
during  his  lifetime. 

"Before  Canada  had  become  really 
Canada,  before  Confederation.  Malr 
wrote  his  'Dreamland  and  Other 
Poems.'  "  Dr.  Roberts  recalled,  not- 
ing that  In  this  Dr.  Mair  had  antici- 
pated Confederation,  had  had  the 
vision  to  foresee  Canada's  destiny. 
In  this  respect  he  was  truly  entitled 
to  be  called  the  "Father  of  Cana- 
dian Literature."  His  work  was 
much  greater  than  Canada  had  yet 
given  It  credit  for  being

that  thrills  and  yet  defies  analysis." 
The  lecturer  applied  the  critical 
spirit  to  Malr's  so-called  drama. 
"Tecumsch. '  which  had.  In  part, 
been  responsible  lor  some  of  the 
misunderstanding  and  non -appre- 
ciation under  which  Dr.  Mair 
labored  as  an  author  Because  of 
this.  "Tecumseh"  was  supposed  to 
be  a  drama."  it  was  read  by  people 
with  the  expectation  that  they 
would  find  a  drama,  whereas  it  was 
a  narrative  poem,  cast  in  dramatic 
form 

"Malr's  presence  in  this  province 
for  some  years  casts  a  lustre  upon 
British  Columbia."  concluded  Dr. 
Roberts  in  his  reference  to  the  dead 
poet  and  historian. 

Other  Canadian  writers  whom  he 
named    in    the    course   of   his   talk  1 
were  Bliss  Carman.  Lampman  Dun  -  . 
can  Campbell  Scott,  Wilfred  Camp- 
bell.

In  explanation  of  his  own  desig- 
nation as  "l>ean  of  Canadian  lit- 
erature." Dr  Roberts  said  that  he 
had  blared  the  trail  for  Canadians 
Into  non -Canadian  publications  A 
fervent  Canadian  he  determined  at 
the  outset  to  win  recognition  for 
Canada  in  English  and  American 
magazines  before  seeking  recogni- 
tion In  his  own  country  Carman

AVIATION  IN  CANADA 

OTTAWA.  March  15  — The  re- 
ports of  the  civil  organizations 
operating  aircraft  for  the  year  1927 
show  an  all-round  increase  In  all 
forms  of  aerial  activity. 

The  organizations  operating  air- 
craft have  grown  from  ten  in  1925 
end  sixteen  In  1926  to  twenty-one 
In  1927 

The  mileage  flown  has  Increased 
from  255.826  to  825,010  in  1927 

Passenger  traffic  showed  a  tre- 
mendous advance,  due  very  largely 
to  the  increasing  popularity  of 
short  pleasure  nights. 

The  accident  returns  for  licenced 
aircraft  and  pilots  show  a  decrease 
of  one  in  the  number  of  flying  ac- 
cidents causing  death  or  injury,  of 
which  there  were  four  in  1927  and 
five  in  1920 

These  involved  the  death  of  twe 
pllota  and  two  passengers  and  the 
injury  of  one  pilot  and  two  passen- 
ger* as  against  two  persons  killed 
and  eight  injured  in  1926

WINNIPEG  March  15.— Wheat 
The  wheat  market  was  somewhat 
more  active  today  and  trade  volume, 
while  not  large,  was  considerably 
better  than  on  Wednesday  There 
was  some  moderate  buying  of  May 
by  seaboard  houses,  and  local 
spreading  was  confined  to  buying 
July  and  selling  October.  The  pool 
sold  a  little  wheat  today,  the  first 
in  a  week  and  had  more  wheat  for 
sale  at  above  ?  1.41.  There  was  also 
a  little  liquidation  around  top 
figures,  but  generally  speaking, 
offerings  were  not  large  and  ap- 
peared to  dry  up  on  the  dips.  Price 
fluctuations  held  within  a  narrow 
range  and  were  largely  following 
Chicago.  The  market  declined  hall 
a  cent  during  the  first  of  the  ses- 
sion, based  on  the  cables  being 
weaker  than  due  and  consider- 
able rains  and  snows  received  in 
Winter  wheat  territory,  but  local 
bullish  support  was  again  in 
evidence  and  prices  were  workr*d 
back  to  last  night's  close  and  held 
steady  throughout.  There  was  a 
better  demand  today  for  cash 
wheat.  No.  4  again  being  wanted 
and  a  moderate  export  business  was 
reported  as  worked  over  night 
Spreads  on  the  lower  grades  were 
to  %  better,  while  others  were  about 
unchanged.  The  long  line  of  May 
j  wheat  that  has  been  carried  all 
Winter  by  farmers  and  the  coun- 
try is  gradually  being  liquidated  and 
the  wheat  is  passing  into  the  hands 
of  professionals  Argentine  ship- 
ments this  week  are  estimated  at 
6.174.000  bushels  and  Black  Sea 
clearances  are  40.000  bushels,  with 
nothing  from  Russia.  Canada's  ex- 
portable surplus  is  still  estimated  at 
200.000,000  bushels,  and  it  may  even 
be  largrr.  as  all  indications  are  that 
the  crop  was  under-estimated. 
Wheat  appears  to  be  getting  some 
of  its  strength  from  coarse  grains. 
Continue  to  favor  bulge  sales  Win- 
nipeg futures  closed  S  to  \  lower. 

Coarse  Orams— Oats  and  barley 
continued  their  upward  trend,  oats 
making  a  new  high  for  the  year, 
but  failed  to  hold  the  bulge  Some 
further  export  business  was  re- 
ported in  oats  and  barley  Some 
profit -taking  on  the  bulges  todav 
was  in  evidence  Oats  closed  M 
higher  to  ',  lower  Barley  1  cent 
to  %  cets  higher  and  rye  \  higher 
to  lower.

Corn— The  action  of  corn  rince 
the  decline  following  the  report  of 
the  eighth  of  the  month  has  been 
of  a  most  satisfactory  character. 
There  has  been  a  slow,  steady 
liardenlng  of  values  and  a  growing 
recognition  of  the  stability  of  this 
level  of  prices.  No  development 
could  be  more  satisfactory  to  the 
owner  of  corn  than  such  a  ten- 
dency The  gradual  removal  of 
|  hedges  should  materially  assist,  as 
j  accumulated  stocks  have  to  be 
drawn  upon  to  satisfy  demand  as 
current  receipts  become  seasonably 
lighter.  Foreign  buyers  took  fair 
quantity  for  export  at  best  peace 
time  prices  at  which  we  can  remem- 
ber any  material  export  interest. 

We  can  see  no  reasonable  pros- 
pect but  for  a  gradually  hardening 
of  the  market,  as  buyers  who  have 
delayed  supplying  themselves  grad- 
ually give  up  the  idea  thev  arc  go- 
ing to  be  able  to  buy  their  full 
needs  on  some  big  break  in  prices 
8uch  a  break,  unless  from  some 
political  cause,  does  not  seem  at  all 
likely  to  occur.
